erty and a further £10million restoring it. 

The family had vowed to restore the building, 
with Michael’s wife Emma telling the Mail on 
Sunday.

NHS Dorset CCG publishes responses to public 
consultation on changes to county healthcare 


NHS Dorset CCG has today published 
headline responses from the recent 
consultation on proposed changes to 
health care. 

Independent analysts Opinion Research Ser¬ 
vices (ORS) have produced the headlines from 
more than 18,500 responses which were submit¬ 
ted during the public consultation on proposed 
changes to local health care as part of the Clin¬ 
ical Services Review. 

The consultation asked for feedback on site 
specific options for Dorset County, Poole and 
Royal Bournemouth hospitals, the configura¬ 
tion of maternity and paediatrics, changes to 
community services and the redistribution of 
beds across the county. 

Between December 1st 2016 and February 
28th 2017,18,713 questionnaires were submitted 
along with 245 written submissions. In addi¬ 
tion, more than 1,900 people attended drop-in 
events, 14 focus groups took place and 1,005 
people took part in telephone surveys. 

Dr Forbes Watson, Chair of NHS Dorset Clin¬ 
ical Commissioning Group, said: “I would per¬ 
sonally like to thank all individuals and 
organisations who took the time to feedback on 
our proposals during the public consultation 
and would like to reassure them that their 
views will be listened to as we consider any 
final decisions and recommendations. 

“Everyone involved in the Clinical Services 
Review is aware that people have differing 
views and the prospect of change can, in some 
cases be a cause of anxiety for those who use 
local services. However with the challenges the 
NHS faces, without making changes people liv¬ 
ing in and around Dorset will not receive the 
same high quality services as they currently do. 

“It is important to understand that these find¬ 
ings are not interpreted as final decisions. The 
report produced by ORS will inform the final 
business case, which will be presented to NHS 
Dorset CCG’s Governing Body in late 2017 to as¬ 
sist them in making final decisions which will 
then be widely publicised.”

Councillor Ros Kayes said: “There’s a clear 
preference for option A on maternity and pedi¬ 
atrics, which is the shared yeovil/ dorchester 
model as opposed to everything going to the 
East. They appear to have added overnight pe¬ 
diatrics to this instead of it just being mater¬ 
nity. This means if we get consultant led at 


Dorch then Kingfisher would remain as it is. 

“But... there is no indication of which hospi¬ 
tal would be chosen for consultant-led pedi¬ 
atrics and maternity. If it’s Dorchester it’s a 
victory for campaigners, but I understand that 
discussions with Yeovil are still ongoing and 
the CCG have not said which option they pre¬ 
fer. It’s imperative that they listen in making 
their decision to what the community wants. 

“The other issue is acute hospitals and they 
say the preferred option for the public is 
Bournemouth for major emergency. That is not 
good for people in the west of the county. 


“They have used a so called ‘residents’ ques¬ 
tionnaire as well as the consultation. It was 
done over the phone,and they interviewed only 
1,004 people. These people did not have access 
to the full consultation document and therefore 
their responses are not necessarily reliable. 

“On community hubs the difference between 
the telephone survey and the consultation 
questionnaire is massive (eg in Bridport only 
47 per cent wanted the proposed model but in 
the telephone survey it was 82 per cent). This 
raises serious questions about the validity of 
the survey.”

NHS Blood and Transplant is urging people in 
Dorset to say #ImThere and start saving lives 
by registering as new blood donors during Na¬ 
tional Blood Week (19th - 25th June). 

Over the last year, 900,000 people have given 
up their time to help patients in need. But 
200,000 new blood donors are required each year 
to ensure that patients in the future have access 
to the blood they need, when they need it. 

Last year, 16,001 people in Dorset gave blood 
at least once. But new donors are crucial for en¬ 
suring the right mix of blood groups to meet pa¬ 
tient need in the years to come. 

There is a particular need for more young peo¬ 
ple to become the next generation of donors - 
half of all donors in England are over 45. 

They also need more black donors. Approxi¬ 
mately 10,000 black people donated last year 
but 40,000 more are needed to help save the 
lives of those with sickle cell disease, the 
fastest-growing genetic condition in England 
and most common in black people. It causes ex¬ 
treme pain, life-threatening infections and 


other complications such as stroke or loss of vi¬ 
sion. 

To get the best treatment, patients who re¬ 
ceive regular blood transfusions for conditions 
like sickle cell disease need blood closely 
matched to their own. This is most likely to 
come from a donor of the same ethnicity, yet 
only one per cent of current donors are black. 

Mike Stredder, Director of Blood Donation at 
NHS Blood and Transplant, says: “Every day, 
blood donors from Dorset make a difference; 
saving people whose lives depend on blood. 
Whether it is patients receiving treatment for 
cancer, blood disorders, after accidents, 
surgery or during childbirth. 

“Thanks to the generosity of our loyal net¬ 
work of regular donors, we can ensure that hos¬ 
pitals have the blood needed to treat patients 
and, as recent weeks have sadly proven, make 
certain our stocks are strong enough to re¬ 
spond to major incidents and emergencies. 

“Don’t worry if you’ve never given blood be¬ 
fore and don’t know what blood group you are 


- you find out shortly after your first donation. 
What’s important is that you register as a 
donor and book your first appointment to do¬ 
nate. By saying ‘I’m there’, you can save the life 
of someone else, while going about yours.” 

Donating blood should take no more than an 
hour from appointment time and each dona¬ 
tion can save or improve up to three lives. 

In general, as long as you are fit and healthy, 
weigh over 7 stone 12 lbs (50kg) and are aged be¬ 
tween 17 and 66 (up to 70 if you have given 
blood before) you should be able to give blood. 
If you are over 70, you need to have given blood 
in the last two years to continue donating.

A MAJOR initiative is under way to recruit 
healthcare workers for hard-pressed hospitals 
in West Dorset. 

Dorset health bosses are looking for regis¬ 
tered general and mental health nurses, as well 
as occupational therapists, physiotherapists 
and health care assistants, to help provide cru¬ 
cial local NHS services - both in hospitals and 
out in the community. 

This is the second time this year Dorset 
Healthcare has put out calls for people to join

But despite the campaign, Dorset Healthcare 
still needs more permanent staff to save money 
spent on agency staff.

“Like many NHS trusts around the country, 
Dorset Healthcare has not always found it 
easy to recruit to key posts in a number of 
areas, including nursing and allied health pro¬

“The recent recruitment campaign - from Jan¬ 
uary to March - and the forthcoming open days 
at Bridport and Westhaven hospitals are among 
the actions we are taking to help address this. 

“The more permanent staff we can attract, 
the less money we need to spend on agency 
staff and the better consistency of care for our 
patients. 

“The recruitment campaign did help to raise 
our profile - the number of job applications 
made directly through our website more than 
doubled compared to the same period in 2016 - 
but we still need more staff.”

This 
follows an application 
that was submitted in 
2015 but never made 
it to West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council for a de¬ 
cision. 

The access points 
for the site in 
Symondsbury are 
proposed to be situ¬ 
ated on to West Road; 


one opposite the road 
to Symondsbury busi¬ 
ness park and the 
other just west of the 
entrance of West 
Mead. 

Following numer¬ 
ous objections from 
local residents at the 
meeting, Andrew 
Martin, West Dorset 
District Council’s 
projects and special¬ 
ist services manager, 
made a presentation 
on the application 
and highlighted why 


the district council, 
as the planning au¬ 
thority, would strug¬ 
gle to refuse the 
application. 

This included the 
Environment 
Agency’s (EA) lack of 
objection to the out¬ 
line application, the 
fact the site is in¬ 
cluded in the West 
Dorset, Weymouth 
and Portland Local 
Plan and even though 
it is included, the 
local plan does not 


outline a sufficient 
amount of housing 
supply for the life of 
the plan. 

He said: “When it 
comes to the planning 
application, it will be 
utterly untenable for 
the planning commit¬ 
tee to say we don’t 
want these houses on 
Vearse Farm, it will 
be an untenable posi¬ 
tion for it to adopt 
given the site is allo¬ 
cated in the local 
plan. 


“With that view 
being expressed by 
the EA, for West 
Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil planning author¬ 
ity to turn round and 
say, we think that is 
rubbish, we think the 
houses will be flooded 
or there will be flood¬ 
ing downstream, it 
would be an utterly 
terrible position for 
the district council to 
adopt. 

“To refuse planning 
permission in the face 
of no objection from 
the Environment 
Agency, given the 
amount of work they 
have forced the con¬ 
sultants at Hallam to 
do, it would be utterly 
terrible for the coun¬ 
cil to adopt.” 

Cllr Anne Rickard 
asked Mr Martin if 
there was anything 
that was tenable, 
something that West 
Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil as an authority felt 
they could refuse the 
application on. 

Mr Martin added: 
“It will be interesting 
to see what the high¬ 
way authority comes 
back with, because 
clearly now a number 
of concerns have been 
expressed, and the 
highway authority is 
already on record to 


recommend refusal of 
the 2015 plan. 

“If the highway au¬ 
thority comes back 
and says it maintains 
its recommendation 
of refusal... we would 
be in a stronger posi¬ 
tion to support the 
highways authority.” 

Cllr Anne Rickard 
said: “So your hands 
are tied? You have got 
to abide by what 
these authorities do?” 

Mr Martin said: 
“There are conse¬ 
quences and you will 
be dragged into a pub¬ 
lic inquiry and you 
will be expected to 
justify that (the re¬ 
fusal). 

“If we turn up to a 
public inquiry and 
clearly cannot back 
up our response, we 
end up paying huge fi¬ 
nancial cost.” 

Members of the 
committee raised 
their concerns about 
the development and 
access points but Cllr 
Julian Jones argued 
it would be better to 
comment on what the 
council would like to 
see come out of this 
application. 

He said: “We are not 
here to either accept 
or reject this applica¬ 
tion, that is the func¬ 
tion of the planning 


authority, what we 
are here to do is to 
give as much useful 
information as we 
can to assist them 
with that decision - 
that is priorities for 
Bridport if this goes 
ahead. 

“Whatever we think 
about it, I understand 
the real problem is 
this needs to go ahead 
- the planners want it 
and the planning au¬ 
thority needs it.” 

Cllr Sarah Williams 
said that affordable 
housing is the main 
priority as well as 
healthcare and that 
some money should 
go towards extending 
the medical centre. 

The committee rec¬ 
ommended refusal of 
the outline planning 
application on the 
grounds of access, but 
Cllr Julian Jones ab¬ 
stained from voting 
due to the approach of 
the response from the 
council. 

He said: “I felt we 
needed to say we ob¬ 
ject, unless the prior¬ 
ities in our response 
were achieved or ac¬ 
cept, provided these 
things are done, but 
we didn’t do any of 
those.”

■ AT the Bridport Town Council meet¬ 
ing on June 13th the Vearse Farm con¬ 
sultation process was exposed as a 
bogus sham: Andrew Martin (West 
Dorset District Council planning offi¬ 
cer) stated at the outset of his presen¬ 
tation that he was under pressure 
from central government, from land- 
owners, and from developers - he 
made no mention of what Bridport

needs or wants. 

He is listening to Hallam (the devel¬ 
oper) but not to the people or coun¬ 
cillors of Bridport who will have to live 
with the disaster he is instrumental in 
imposing on us. 

Someone who didn't know him 
asked me after the meeting if he 
worked for the developer - it certainly 
sounded like it. 

The most basic argument against 
the proposal is that it cannot be built 
on an AONB unless there are 'excep¬ 
tional circumstances'. However, the 
only justification WDDC can come up 


with is that they have a spurious 
housing target to meet or they will 
lose funding. 

There are far more exceptional cir¬ 
cumstances against the proposal 
than there are for it, and these have 
already been extensively docu¬ 
mented but are being ignored. 

When it comes to assessing the ap¬ 
plication WDDC need to remember 
who they were elected to represent - 
and, just in case they've forgotten, it's 
not some land developers or other 
big business interests.

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Lifesavers get a golden wonder 



DORSET and Somerset Air Ambu¬ 
lance’s new helicopter has taken to 
the skies. 

It is the first AgustaWestland 169 to 
enter air ambulance operational ser¬ 
vice in the UK and is the culmination 
of years of planning and development. 

The aircraft was selected following 
an extensive evaluation process. Its 
outstanding characteristics, superior 
capabilities and safety standards 
should ensure unprecedented levels of 
mission effectiveness and provide an 
enhanced life-saving service for the 
people of Dorset and Somerset. 

Bill Sivewright, Dorset and Somer¬ 
set Air Ambulance chief executive, 
said: “It has always been the charity’s 
aim and clear vision to pursue clini¬ 
cal excellence; pairing critical care 
teams with the outstanding capabili¬ 
ties of the AW169 is a natural develop¬ 
ment of that vision. Patient benefit 
remains our top priority and this was 
the single biggest criteria in selecting 
the new aircraft. 

“Our ambitions and clinical aspira¬ 
tions determined a particular require¬ 
ment from whichever aircraft we 
selected. The capabilities and flexibil¬ 
ity offered by the AW169 made it a 
clear winner and in our view it was 
the only aircraft which fully met our 
criteria. Another major plus in select¬ 
ing a new mark of aircraft is that you 
are taking advantage of the latest ad¬ 
vances in technology. That means 
that it is safer and easier to maintain 
and operate.” 

The medical equipment in the 
AW169 will not be hugely different to 
that which was carried on the char¬ 
ity’s previous aircraft. However, the 
biggest difference is the space inside 
the cabin. This allows the critical care 
team to have complete access to a pa¬ 
tient, head to toe; a significant benefit 
if a patient needs further intervention 
or treatment on-route to hospital. 

Over the past few months, the life¬ 
saving service has increased its oper¬ 
ating hours from 12 to 19 hours a day 
(7am to 2am). During this time and 
in the hours of darkness, the crews 
have been deployed using a critical 
care car. 

Bill added: “We are most grateful to 
Specialist Aviation Services who op¬ 
erate the AW169 helicopter on our be¬ 
half. They have worked closely with 
our clinical team to develop a medical 
interior that will enable them to more 
fully meet the needs of our patients 
than ever before. 

“The AW169’s night flying capabili¬ 
ties mean that we can now move for¬ 
ward into providing full night HEMS 
(Helicopter Emergency Medical Ser¬ 
vice) missions. Our team will have 
the ability to fly directly to the patient 
without the need of any fixed or pre- 
established lighting, which is a signif¬ 
icant advantage. We are now looking 
forward to completing night HEMS 
training and subsequently operating 
the new aircraft for 19 hours a day. 

“Our approach has been truly inno¬ 
vative and as a result the AW169 has 
had to undergo very intense scrutiny 
by the European Aviation Safety 
Agency. This is why it has taken a lit¬ 
tle longer than we had hoped for the 
aircraft to become operational. How¬ 
ever, it has certainly been worth the 
wait and we are delighted to now have 
clearance to fly. 

“The standard of clinical provision 
delivered by our critical care team is 
arguably the best available anywhere. 
That is a bold claim but one that I 
make quite confidently. In the past 
year we have enhanced our team clin¬ 
ically, enhanced the service with the 
carriage of blood products and in¬ 


creased our operational hours - and 
can now ensure that these are all de¬ 
livered in one of the most advanced 
helicopters available. 

“This however, does not mean that 
we can rest on our laurels. Our crews 
strive continuously to develop their 
knowledge and skills to ensure that 
the patients they attend receive the 
best treatment possible. Their chal¬ 
lenge to the charity is to provide them 
with the right tools for the job. 

“I am proud to say that we can meet 
that challenge head on because of the 


incredible support of the people of 
Dorset and Somerset. 

Through their support, as members 
of our Flight for Life Lottery, individ¬ 
ual or group donations from events 
and even by remembering us in their 
wills, they enable us to be everything 
that they want from their air ambu¬ 
lance.”

■ Since launching in March 2000, 
Dorset and Somerset Air Ambulance 
has flown nearly 12,000 missions. 

■ Its operational costs are more than 
£2 million a year. The approximate 
cost per mission is £2,500. With no di¬ 
rect Government or National Lottery 
funding, it relies on the generosity of 
the public for support. 

■ It is tasked as part of the normal 
‘999’ emergency process by a dedi¬ 
cated Helicopter Emergency Medical 
Service (HEMS) desk located at Am¬ 
bulance Control (paid for by the South 
West Air Ambulance Charities). 

■ Its airbase is situated at Henstridge 
Airfield on the Dorset/Somerset bor¬ 
der. From there, crews can be at any 
point in the two counties in less than 
20 minutes. More importantly, the he¬ 
licopter can, if required, then take a 
patient to the nearest major trauma 
centre in the South West within a fur¬ 
ther 20 minutes. 

■ The service’s cohort of clinicians in¬ 
cludes a mixture of senior emergency 
physicians, intensive care consul¬ 
tants and anaesthetists, specialist 
paramedics (critical care) and a small 
number of paramedics and a nurse 
who are working towards the ‘special¬ 
ist’ qualification. It aims to provide a 
critical care team, consisting of at 
least a doctor and specialist 
paramedic, for each mission. The doc¬ 
tors are drawn from NHS hospital 
trusts across the region and the 
paramedics are from the South West¬ 
ern Ambulance Service NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust (SWASfT). 

■ Pilots are provided by Specialist 
Aviation Services Ltd, who operate 
the aircraft. They are carefully se¬ 
lected because air ambulance flights 
are typically more challenging than 
regular non-emergency flight ser¬ 
vices. They will have a great deal of 
experience in low-level operations 
and instrument flying. 

■ The service operates 19 hours a day 
(7am to 2am) using two vital re¬ 
sources which include a AW169 heli¬ 
copter and critical care car.

PUPILS and staff at Burton Bradstock Primary 
School are celebrating a highly complimentary 
Church of England inspection report, which 
has rated the school as ‘good’. 

The report from the Statutory Inspection of 
Anglican Schools (SIAS) particularly singles 
out the leadership of the school and describes 
the headteacher, Claire Staple, as “a passionate 
leader who shows elements of outstanding 
church school leadership”. 

It quotes one member of staff as saying that 
“she embodies all you would want a head of a 
church school to be”. 

The report comments on Mrs Staple’s “strong 
sense of love and compassion for the children, 
staff and all members of the school commu¬ 
nity” and says she has a clear vision of “valu¬ 
ing each child as a child of God who is a unique 
individual and deserves to flourish”. 

As a result of strong leadership from the head 
and the governing body, the report highlights 
how the Christian ethos of the school has led 
to: high overall academic achievement above 
the national average; behaviour in the school 
which is at least good; relationships that are a 
strength of the school with many describing 
the school as being a “family”; a high profile 
being given to ensuring all members of the 
school community are valued as individuals 
and well cared for in line with the school’s val¬ 
ues; supportive parents and close links with 
the local church and community. 

Overall, the school is praised for the clearly 
identified Christian values which underpin the 
work of the school and the value members of 
the school community show for collective wor¬ 
ship. 

Pat Lewis-Badgett, chair of governors, said: 
“We are delighted that this inspection report 
recognises the work of all the children and staff 


in the school as well as the support the school 
receives from parents, the governors and the 
local community. 

“The praise here is well deserved.” 

To improve further, the report suggests the 
school crystallises their values and sets up a 
more formal system for monitoring and evalu¬ 
ating collective worship. 


It also suggests that learners could increase 
their understanding of the Trinity (the three 
persons of the Christian Godhead; Father, Son 
and Holy Spirit) and the purpose of prayer, but 
the inspection report is also clear that the “pas¬ 
sionate leadership of the headteacher provides 
good capacity to drive improvement and be¬ 
come outstanding”.

THE latest analysis from automotive data 
experts, cap hpi, looks at the total cost of 
ownership (TCO) to reveal the cars with 
the lowest motoring costs over the first 
three years. 

The analysis looks at both petrol and 
diesel motors and for those motorists think¬ 
ing of making a switch the results might 
make them think again. Once all the servic¬ 
ing, fuel and other motoring costs are taken 
into account, which cars perform the best? 

In the small car sector, the Dacia Sandero 
Hatchback 1.0 SCe Access 5dr has the lowest 
total cost of ownership at £7,419.64 or £206.10 
per month, followed by the Dacia Sandero 
Diesel Hatchback 1.5 dCi Ambiance 5dr at 
£8,059 (£223.87 per month). Next is the

Multijet Easy 5dr at £12,529.20 (£348.03). 
However, the Fiat Tipo Diesel does beat the 
petrol hatchback when it comes to service 
and maintenance costs (£801 petrol v £785 
diesel) and significantly on fuel costs 
(£3,217.10 petrol v £2,109.20 diesel). 

The Suzuki Ignis Hatchback 1.2 Dualjet 
SZ3 5dr is top of the SUV league with a TCO 
of £9,432.83 (£262.02 per month). Hot on its 


heels is the Dacia Duster Estate 1.6 SCe 115 
Access 5dr with a TCO of £10,405.32 (£289.04 
per month). The best performing diesel SUV 
is the Ssangyong Tivoli Diesel Hatchback 
1.6 D SE 5dr at £11583.50 (£321.76 per month). 

For those wanting something more 
sporty, the Smart For Two Cabrio 1.0 Pas¬ 
sion 2dr is the leader of the pack when it 
comes to convertibles and cabriolet coupes 
with a TCO of £12,072.74 (£335.35 per month) 
closely followed by Fiat 500c Convertible 
1.2 Pop 2dr (£13,394.04) and the Mini Con¬ 
vertible 1.5 Cooper 2dr (£13831.28). Best 
TCO from diesel is offered by Fiat -500c 
Diesel Convertible 1.3 Multijet Pop Star 2dr 
(£14,377.61) and Mini Convertible Diesel 1.5 
Cooper D 2dr (£14,415.97). 

At the top end of the spectrum in the exec¬ 
utive car sector, the Audi A5 Diesel Sport- 
back 2.0 TDI Ultra SE 5dr presents the best 
TCO at £19,773.73 (£549.27 per month). Sec¬ 
ond best TCO is offered by the Audi A5 
Coupe 2.0 TFSI SE 2dr at £19,862.03 (£549.27). 
Third in class is the Jaguar - XF Diesel Sa¬ 
loon 2.0d Prestige 4dr at £20389.49 (£566.37). 

Philip Nothard, cap hpi consumer and re¬ 
tail editor, comments, “When it comes to 
the pinpointing the leading cars with the 
lowest total cost of ownership for the first 
three years from new and 10,000 miles per 
annum, our research shows that across the 
majority of vehicle sectors petrol has a 
slight edge. However, our data shows it can 
be often be swings and roundabouts as 


some vehicles particularly diesels offer 
competitive ownership costs in terms of 
service and maintenance, whilst others 
offer more economical monthly running 
costs or fuel costs so for the majority of mo¬ 
torists it’s about figuring out what the most 
important feature is for them as individual 
vehicle owners.”

package; privacy glass; split folding 
rear seats; 20-inch twin-spoke alloy 
wheels; and an electrically folding 
tow bar with a 13-pin adapter. It has a 
towing capacity of up to 2,100 kg. 

Dynamic Select - which allows the 
driver to tailor steering, suspension 
and accelerator settings - is also stan¬ 
dard and features a specific All-Terrain 


mode, raising the vehicle by 20 mm. 

The E-Class All-Terrain is 39 mil¬ 
limetres higher than the E 350d AMG 
Line Estate. The highest suspension 
setting gives ground clearance of up 
to 156 mm. The 4MATIC permanent 
four-wheel-drive distributes power 
between the front and rear axles with 
a split of 31:69.

BRIDPORT manager Adam 
Fricker had a double reason to 
celebrate this week after expe¬ 
rienced striker Mark Salter 
committed himself to another 
season with the Bees after 
contemplating retirement, 
and also confirmed that for¬ 
mer Yeovil Town defender 
Paul Thorpe had joined 
Fricker and his assistant 
Paddy Behan as part of the 
management team. 

The Bees boss has been look¬ 
ing to add to his coaching 
team particularly with regard 
to improving the club’s defen¬ 
sive qualities. 

Thorpe played 160 games for 
the Glovers between 1984 and 
1991 before moving to Dorch¬ 
ester Town where he played 
for two years, eventually mov¬ 
ing into management and 
coaching.

His last appointment was as 
assistant to Adrian Foster at 
Frome Town which ended in 
2015, since when he has taken 
a break. 

Fricker said: “I have been 
looking for someone to join 
Paddy (Behan) and me for a 
while now and Paul fits the 
bill perfectly. He is exactly 
what I have been looking for. 

“I know him from playing 
for, with and against him in 
the past, and he comes with a 
wealth of experience. 

“He is a different face with 
different ideas and whilst I am 
manager in name, the three of 
us are a management team 
and will work together as that. 
“His presence will allow us 


time to get out and look at 
other clubs and players, sepa¬ 
rate training out, and we will 
obviously tap into his vast ex¬ 
perience to help improve our 
defensive qualities.” 

Thorpe who turned 53 last 
week was delighted to be join¬ 
ing the Bees. 

He told View Sport: “I was 
impressed with the plans for 
the club, the team and the 
style they are looking to play. 

“They are a traditional club 
with good values and I am 
looking forward to it.” 

Thorpe who has a full coach¬ 
ing badge was a big, powerful 
defender, good in the air and 
fully committed and because 
of that was often used to lead 
the attack. 

“My job is to try and help de¬ 
velop the players both individ¬ 
ually and collectively to 


become better and more ro¬ 
bust footballers, and harder as 
a team to beat. It’s going to 
take time as it is a very strong 
league now. 

“It appears that all three of 
us are on the same wave¬ 
length and are strong charac¬ 
ters which will help.” 

Salter was Bridport’s top 
scorer last season with 24 
goals in just 39 appearances, a 
superb feat considering the 
relatively poor season the 
Bees had. 

There was concern that hav¬ 
ing turned 37, the former 
Southend player who in 18 
seasons in senior football has 
scored almost 450 goals at an 
incredible rate of two goals in 
every three games, was think¬ 
ing of retiring, but following a 
holiday in Portugal he re¬ 
ported to Fricker that he had 


recovered, and has verbally 
committed himself to continu¬ 
ing. 

“It’s great news! Consider¬ 
ing the service he had last 
year, to score that amount 
was incredible, and I am con¬ 
vinced that this season we 
will be able to create more 
chances for him. 

“His experience and profes¬ 
sionalism is invaluable. He’s 
aware of our plans to try and 
strengthen the squad and kick 
on as a team and his commit¬ 
ment to staying is a massive 
boost.” 

Fricker also confirmed that 
he was hoping to announce 
some new signing in the com¬ 
ing days. 

“From our perspective, 
Paddy and I have done an 
awful lot of leg work in recent 
weeks and have identified 


three or four players we 
would like to bring to the club, 
one of which I am very hope¬ 
ful of. 

“There are a lot of players 
looking to play at the highest 
level they can, and some are 
looking to play at Southern 
League level. We have told 
them what we can offer should 
they be unsuccessful.” 

Bridport start pre-season 
training next week (29th).
